Renovation  Study  Reveals 
Shortcomings  of  School  Site

A  feasibility  study  of  needed  ren¬ 
ovations  at  the  Josiah  Quincy 
Upper  School's  new  location  was 
completed  last  month,  marking  a 
long-awaited  first  step  in  moving 
forward  with  the  work. 

But  the  study  also  reveals  the 
challenges  city  officials  will  face

as  they  attempt  to  bring  the 
school's  buildings  up  to  state 
standards  and  meet  the  desires  of 
the  Quincy  Upper  School's 
administration. 

The  study's  completion  comes 


three  years  after  city  officials  first 
announced  that  the  Quincy 
Upper  School  would  be  relocated 
to  its  new  location.  The  new 
school  location  is  the  108-year- 
old  former  Lincoln  School  on 
Arlington  Street  and  a  57-year- 
old  building  on  nearby  Church 
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Chinatown

A  male  was  shot  at  5:10  p.m.

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Tenants  Association  Seeks 
Purchase  of  Tai  Tung  Village

A  tenants  association  has  proposed 
to  purchase  Tai  Tung  Village,  one  of 
the  largest  subsidized  apartment 
complexes  in  Chinatown  that  pro¬ 
vides  about  700  people  with  low- 
income  housing  and  is  home  to 
about  one-ninth  of  Chinatown's 
entire  population 

The  Tai  Tung  Village  Tenants 
Association  has  been  meeting  with 
Tai  Tung's  owner,  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association,  in  recent  months  to 
begin  negotiating  a  potential  sale  of 
the  property. 

The  deal  is  still  in  a  very  early 
stage.  No  final  terms  of  the  sale  have 
been  agreed  upon,  and  the  proposal 
has  not  yet  reached  the  Benevolent 
Association's  board  for  a  vote  on 
whether  to  move  forward. 

Furthermore,  if  the  board  does 
approve  the  sale,  it  would  likely 
need  to  receive  state  and  federal 
approvals  before  becoming  final. 

The  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  which  would 
need  to  approve  the  sale,  maintains 
that  neither  party  involved  has  sub¬ 
mitted  any  "formal  request"  to  trans¬ 
fer  ownership  of  the  property.  A 
HUD  spokesperson  said  that  several

Vietnamese  Man  Allegedly 
Harassed  at  Mass.  Company 


An  Ohio-based  chemical  com¬ 
pany  failed  to  protect  a 
Vietnamese  American  employ¬ 
ee  from  racial  discrimination 
and  harassment  at  its  facility  in 
Wilmington,  Massachusetts, 
states  the  U.S.  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  in  a  lawsuit  filed 
on  September  27. 

The  EEOC  accuses  workers 
at  Noveon,  Inc.'s  Wilmington 
facility  of  taunting  employee 
True  La  by  hiding  his  tools, 
contaminating  his  chemical 
mixtures,  mocking  his  accent 
and  calling  him  names  such  as 
"little  Chinese"  and  "Truck  La 
La  La."  The  EEOC  also  alleges 
that  a  coworker  once  picked  up 
La  and  threatened  to  throw 
him  in  a  garbage  can. 

La,  who  allegedly  was 


instructed  by  his  superiors  to 
keep  working  or  quit  after  the 
incidents,  was  forced  to  leave 
his  job,  according  to  the  EEOC, 
which  also  alleges  that  an 
employee  who  stood  up  for  La 
was  later  fired. 

One  of  La's  key  harassers 
was  later  promoted  to  supervi¬ 
sor,  states  the  EEOC  complaint. 

"The  complaint  alleges  that 
when  Mr.  La  complained, 
nothing  happened,"  said 
Markus  L.  Penzel,  senior  trial 
attorney  with  the  EEOC.  "If  the 
company  does  nothing  to 
redress  the  situation  or  make  it 
better,  then  the  company  ends 
up  being  liable  for  the  cowork¬ 
ers." 

The  EEOC  seeks  payment 
from  the  company  as  punish¬ 
ment  and  to  compensate  for 


One  employee 
allegedly  threat¬ 
ened  to  throw  True 
La  in  a  trash  can 

lost  wages  and  damages  suf¬ 
fered  by  La  and  Michael 
Richer,  the  coworker  who 
allegedly  stood  up  for  him. 

Federal  law  prohibits 
employment  discrimination. 

Noveon,  which  makes  plas¬ 
tic  resin  at  its  Wilmington  facil¬ 
ity,  is  a  wholly-owned  sub¬ 
sidiary  of  The  Lubrizol 
Corporation.  David  L.  Cowen, 
a  spokesperson  for  Ohio-based 
Lubrizol,  said  the  company 
"takes  all  litigation  seriously" 
but  could  not  comment 
because  the  litigation  is  pend¬ 
ing.  -Adam  Smith

The  need  to  move  the 
school  from  its  original 
building  on  Washington 
Street  has  been  known 
since  it  first  opened  in 
1999.  That  year,  the  school 
started  with  only  a  sixth- 
grade  class.  It  added  one 
grade  per  year  until  it 
expanded  to  its  current 
enrollment  of  students  in 
grades  six  to  12.  School 
officials  knew  the  student 
body,  currently  at  about 
430  students,  would  out¬ 
grow  the  original  building 
on  Washington  Street  by 
2004.  When  Quincy  Upper 
originally  opened  seven 
years  ago,  the  city  original¬ 
ly  promised  it  a  new  build¬ 
ing. 

The  study  released  last 
month  details  four  alterna¬ 
tives  for  completing  the 
needed  renovations  at  the 
two  buildings  on  Arlington 


student  population,  the 
school  is  holding  classes  in 
the  original  Washington 
Street  building  and  the  two 
other  buildings. 

The  least  expensive 
option  would  cost  $21.5 
million  and  require  mini¬ 
mal  construction.  The 
option,  dubbed  the  "base 
option,"  would  feature  a 
library  and  media  center 
and  a  covered  walkway 
between  the  buildings  on 
Arlington  and  Church 
streets.  As  with  the  other 
options,  it  would  also 
improve  handicap  accessi¬ 
bility.  But  it  would  fail  to 
provide  "state-mandated 
programmatic  elements" 
such  as  adequate 
"music/ instrumental 
ensemble"  and  physical 
education  space.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  most  of  the  science 
laboratory  space  would  be 
"smaller  than  state  mini- 
mums."  The  option  would 
also  fail  to  provide  most  of 


and  wood  floors. 

So-called  "option  b" 
would  include  even  more 
features,  including  a  half¬ 
court  gym  and  locker 
rooms,  as  well  as  music 
rooms.  But  it  would 
require  the  construction  of 
a  new  building.  This  alter¬ 
native,  estimated  to  cost 
$32  million,  "comes  closest 
to  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
school,"  according  to  the 
study,  and  would  meet 
"more  of  .the  state  mandat¬ 
ed  programmatic  elements" 
and  more  of  the  school's 
desired  features,  such  as  an 
instrumental  music  class¬ 
room.  Still,  physical  educa¬ 
tion  classes  would  have  to 
take  place  at  another  loca¬ 
tion,  states  the  study. 

At  an  estimated  $39.5 
million,  "option  c,"  the 
most  costly  alternative, 
would  require  demolition 
of  the  Church  Street  build¬ 
ing  and  the  construction  of 
a  larger  new  building  that

and  Church  Streets.  It  also 
demonstrates  the  short¬ 
comings  of  the  two  struc¬ 
tures  and  the  challenges  of 
upgrading  them  to  meet 
state  educational  require¬ 
ments.  In  addition,  the 
costs  of  the  proposed  reno¬ 
vations  will  range  from 
$21.5  million  to  close  to  $40 
million.  A  $13  million  fund 
held  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
was  created  in  2003  to  pay 
for  the  renovations,  but 
that  amount  would  not 
even  cover  the  least  expen¬ 
sive  alternative. 

To  complete  the  renova¬ 
tions,  the  school's  main 
building,  the  former 
Lincoln  School  building, 
would  need  to  be  vacant 
during  the  work. 

Currently,  because  of 
the  lack  of  renovations  and 
the  continuously  growing 


the  "special  program  ele¬ 
ments"  that  the  Quincy 
Upper  School  administra¬ 
tion  desires,  such  as  a  large 
seminar  room,  a  black  box 
theater,  and  a  full  kitchen. 
"There  is  a  general  short¬ 
age  of  storage  space  with 
this  option,"  states  the 
study. 

When  asked  if  the  "base 
option"  is  actually  an 
option  since  it  fails  to  meet 
the  state  requirements,  the 
mayor's  press  office 
responded  in  an  e-mail: 
"We  are  not  in  a  position  to 
comment  on  this  as  yet 
since  the  information  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  study  needs 
to  be  further  discussed  and 
evaluated." 

The  next  option, 

"option  a,"  would  be  more 
expensive  and  include 
additional  features  such  as 
a  kitchen,  air  conditioning. 


includes  a  full-sized  gym. 
Constructing  a  sizable 
building  in  the  area,  how¬ 
ever,  "will  have  a  strong 
impact  on  the  neighbor¬ 
hood." 

The  study  also  reveals 
the  shortcomings  of  the 
two  buildings  in  which  the 

"Mayor  Thomas  Menino 
has  announced  his  inten¬ 
tion  to  house  the  [Quincy 
Upper]  school  on  a  per¬ 
manent  basis  in  a  mixed- 
use  building  to  be  con¬ 
structed  five  blocks 
north  on  Washington 
Street.  Adding  one  grade 
per  year,  the  Upper 
School  will  eventually 
comprise  over  900  stu¬ 
dents  in  grades  6-12."

Centerfolds,  one  of  two

the  number  of  patrons.  But 
the  committee  objected  to 
the  proposal,  fearing  it 
would  lower  the  quality  of 
life  in  Chinatown.

city  chose  to  relocate  the 
schools.  "The  site  presents 
significant  constraint  for 
any  new  construction," 
states  the  study,  because  it 
is  small  and  located  in  a 
dense  residential  neighbor¬ 
hood.  The  study  also 
points  out  that  "there  was 
more  space  required"  for 
the  desired  renovations 
than  is  available  within  the 
existing  buildings,  and  that 
the  buildings  would  need 
to  be  modified  to  meet 
accessibility  guidelines  and 
to  meet  plumbing  codes. 

The  headmaster  of  the 
school,  Bak  Fun  Wong, 
who  has  advocated  for  sev¬ 
eral  new  features  such  as  a 
kitchen  for  student  use, 
technologically  modem 
classrooms,  and  a  full-sized 
library,  was  not  available 
to  discuss  the  study  before 
press  time  for  this  article. 

A  phone  call  to  the 
Boston  Public  School 
department's  spokesperson 
was  not  returned.  A  public 
records  request  seeking 
information  about  the 
planned  renovations  gave 
no  helpful  answers  because 
the  response  to  every  ques¬ 
tion,  ipcluding  a  question 
about  a  timeline  for  the 
renovations,  was  "we 
maintain  no  such  records." 

Meaghan  Maher  in  the 
mayor's  press  office  said 
that  the  study  is  only  a 
"blueprint"  for  possible 
renovations  and  told  the 
Sampan  that  "I  don’t  think 
there's  any  timeline  for  the 
renovations." 

The  study,  however, 
suggests  how  distant  the 
start  of  construction  may 
be.  Because  the  costs 
exceed  the  available  $13 
million  fund  earmarked  for 
the  renovations,  the  study 
notes  that  the 
Massachusetts  School 
Building  Authority  may  be

a  potential  funding  source. 
However,  it  suggests  that 
the  earliest  such  funding 
would  be  available  is  fiscal 
year  2008.  The  study  also 
points  out  that  the  city  will 
not  only  need  to  review  the 
alternatives  for  the  various 
renovations,  but  also  seek 
recommendations  from  the 
community. 

When  asked  why  the 
new  Quincy  Upper  School 
location  was  selected,  even 
though  it  would  need  such 
expensive  work  to  meet 
state  requirements  and 
meet  the  needs  of  the 
Quincy  School  administra¬ 
tion,  the  mayor's  press 
office  responded  by  e-mail: 
"There  are  extremely  limit¬ 
ed  facility  options  in  this 
area.  The  Lincoln  School 
and  20  Church  St.  were 
available  buildings  in  the 
district  and  the  purpose  of 
the  study  was  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  feasibility  of  their 
use." 

The  city  has  known 
since  1999  that  it  would 
need  to  relocate  the  Quincy 
Upper  School.

Attack  on 
Tyler  Street 

A  group  of  about  10 
men  armed  with  knives 
and  a  baseball  bat 
attacked  four  others  in 
an  early  morning  assault 
on  September  17  on 
Tyler  Street. 

Police  say  that  the 
victims  were  in  their  car 
when  one  member  of  the 
larger  group  thumped 
on  the  vehicle. 

"The  victim  exited 
the  motor  vehicle,  think¬ 
ing  he  may  have  hit  the 
suspect  with  his  side 
view  mirror,"  said  a 
spokesperson  for  the 
Boston  Police 
Department.  "[Then,] 
about  seven  to  10  Asian 
males,  along  with  the 
suspect,  started  to  punch 
him  and  beat  him  with  a 
baseball  bat." 

The  victim's  friends 
got  out  of  the  car  to 
help,  and  were  also 
attacked  by  the  group, 
say  police. 

One  was  hit  with  a 
pool  cue,  the  other  with 
a  metal  stick,  and  the 
other  with  an  unknown 
object  above  his  right 
eye. 

Police,  who  arrived 
at  2:20  a.m.  during  the 
attack,  were  able  to 
catch  one  alleged  sus¬ 
pect,  Sonny  Nguyen  of 
Dorchester,  who  was 
charged  with  three 
counts  of  assault  and 
battery  with  a  danger¬ 
ous  weapon  and  one 
count  of  malicious 
destruction  of  property 
worth  over  $250.  He  was 
arraigned  at  Boston 
Municipal  Court  on 
September  19.  -A.  Smith 


Giving  Back:  Helen  Chin  Schlichte 


Helen  Chin  Schlichte  enjoys 
giving  back. 

Her  long  list  of  civic 
contributions  includes  co¬ 
founding  the  South  Cove 
Manor  Nursing  Home  and 
performing  key  leadership 
roles  in  the  home,  serving 
as  chair  of  the  United  Way 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  and 
serving  as  a  board  member 
of  Beth  Israel  Deaconess 
Medical  Center.  She  was 
also  a  past  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  chapter  of 
the  American  Society  for 
Public  Administration  and 
has  a  long  career  in  state 
government,  which 
includes  serving  as  assis¬ 
tant  to  the  state  secretary 
for  administration  and 
finance.  She's  currently  a 
consultant  for  corporate 
relations  at  Blue  Cross  Blue 
Shield  of  Massachusetts. 

But  she  hails  from  hum¬ 
ble  beginnings. 

Chin  Schlichte  was 
raised  in  Charlestown  dur¬ 
ing  the  1930s  and  1940s  by 
Chinese  immigrant  parents. 
Her  grandfather  emigrated 
from  Toishan,  China,  in  the 
early  1900s  to  work  on  a 
farm  in  California.  Later,  he 
moved  to  Charlestown 
where  he  opened  a  hand 
laundry.  Her  father,  Edwin 
K.S.  Chin,  was  also  bom  in 
China. 

In  1918,  he  joined  his 
father  at  the  age  of  15  to 
work  in  the  family  laundry 
and  attend  public  school. 
Her  mother,  Mary,  came  to 
the  U.S.  in  1932,  one  year 
before  she  gave  birth  to 
Chin  Schlichte. 

Her  father  learned 
English  and  adjusted  quick¬ 
ly  to  American  life.  He  was 
often  asked  to  interpret  for

other  immigrants  when 
they  needed  to  see  a  doctor. 
Her  mother,  who  worked 
at  the  family  laundry,  made 
sure  that  the  children 
advanced  in  academics. 
Both  parents  instilled  in  her 
an  appreciation  of  educa¬ 
tion  and  Chinese  culture 
and  tradition. 

As  the  oldest  of  nine 
children  who  grew  up  dur¬ 
ing  the  Depression  and 
World  War  II,  Chin 
Schlichte  learned  to  be  a 
leader  early  in  life.  Her 
father  died  in  1948  when 
she  was  15,  leaving  her  to 
take  over  his  work  as  trans¬ 
lator  for  non-English  speak¬ 
ing  immigrants,  and  to  help 
raise  her  eight  siblings. 

"I  was  the  lead  person 
(in  the  family),"  she  recalls. 
"My  mother,  bless  her, 
worked  very  hard  in  the 
laundry.  In  those  days,  you 
did  not  accept  government 


programs." 

Chin  Schlichte  said  she 
remembers  the  blackouts 
and  rationing  of  food  and 
other  necessities  when 
growing  up  during  the 
war. 

But  she  also  has  many 
fond  memories  of  growing 
up  in  Boston.  Before  her 
father  died,  he  took  her  to 
Chinatown  on  weekends  to 
buy  groceries  and  visit  rela¬ 
tives.  During  these  trips, 
she  especially  enjoyed  vis¬ 
its  to  a  coffee  shop  at  Beach 
and  Tyler  Streets  where 
"the  big  trick  was  to  get  a 
piece  of  watermelon  and 
sugar  cane." 

Chin  Schlichte  still  lives 
in  Charlestown,  and  she's 
still  active  in  Chinatown. 
She  has  had  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  observe  many  changes 
in  the  neighborhood  since 
the  1930s  and  1940s.  She 
has  watched  the  number  of 


Chinese  restaurants  and 
grocery  stores  increase,  as 
well  as  the  creation  of  low- 
income  housing  complexes. 

"There  was  no  Tai  Tung 
Village  in  those  days.  There 
was  no  housing  for  the 
elderly,"  she  says. 

She's  noticed  that  safety 
in  Chinatown  has  changed 
since  her  weekend  trips 
there  with  her  father  in  the 
1930s  and  1940s.  She  never 
worried  about  crime  back 
then  because  "in  those 
days,  you  knew  every¬ 
body." 

But  now,  she  notices 
that  crime  is  more  preva¬ 
lent.  "Even  my  96-year-old 
mother  says  'be  careful  in 
Chinatown.'" 

Chin  Schlichte  attended 
the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School  from  1943  to  1948, 
and  she  credits  the  school 

with  helping  her  preserve 

and  maintain  her  Chinese 


heritage. 

"My  parents  never 
wanted  me  to  lose  our 
Chinese  language  or  cul¬ 
ture,"  she  said.  "Even 
though  I  was  bom  and 
raised  in  America,  I  trea¬ 
sure  all  our  (Chinese)  cul¬ 
ture.  (But  still)  I'm  very 
American,"  she  said. 

She  also  attended 
Boston  public  schools  and 
attended  Boston  University, 
where  she  majored  in  pub¬ 
lic  relations  and  earned  a 
master's  degree  in  educa¬ 
tion. 

In  addition  to  her  career 
in  state  government,  she 
has  maintained  her  com¬ 
mitment  to  civic  service  by 
volunteering  in  leadership 
positions  of  nonprofit  orga¬ 
nizations  in  Greater  Boston. 
She  served  as  a  board 
member  of  the  Boston 
Minuteman  Council,  Boy 
Scouts  of  America,  Boys 
and  Girls  Clubs  of  Boston, 
Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School,  Elderhostel, 
Bostonian  Society,  and 
Boston  Conference  for 
Community  and  Justice. 

She  is  also  involved  with 
the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
the  Constitution  Museum, 
the  Museum  of  Science, 
and  WGBH. 


Chin  Schlichte  is  well 
known  in  Chinatown  for 
her  involvement  in  the 
South  Cove  Manor  Nursing 
Home,  which  specializes  in 
long-term  care  for  elderly 
Chinese  Americans. 

Because  of  her  involve¬ 
ment  in  civic  service,  she 
has  received  various 
awards,  including  the 
Alexis  de  Tocqueville 
Society  Award  given  by  the 
United  Way  of 
Massachusetts  Bay  every 
year  to  an  outstanding  vol¬ 
unteer.  The  Greater  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce 
elected  her  to  the  Academy 
of  Distinguished 
Bostonians  for  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  com¬ 
munity.  The  Massachusetts 
Women's  Political  Caucus 
gave  her  the  Abigail 
Adams  Award. 

Chin  Schlichte  credits 
her  parents  and  family  and 
her  late  husband,  George, 
as  her  greatest  inspirations. 
"They  have  enabled  me  to 
maintain  my  passion  and 
commitment  for  doing  this 
work  —  work  that  I  am 
honored  to  do  and  that  has 
allowed  me  to  give  back  to 
the  community  from  which 
I  have  received  so  much."

Quincy  Nonprofit  Expands  English  Program 


By  Adam  Smith 

When  Quincy  Asian 
Resources  first  formed  five 
years  ago,  it  helped  refer 
new  immigrants  to  low- 
cost  English  classes  in 
Quincy.  Now,  thanks  in 
part  to  a  grant  from 
Comcast,  the  nonprofit  is 
also  able  to  provide  the 
courses  itself. 

The  group,  which  goes 
by  the  acronym  QARI, 
greatly  expanded  its 
English-language  educa¬ 
tion  program  in  September 
to  offer  four  levels  of 
English  as  a  Second 
Language  courses,  plus 
two  conversation  classes. 
The  program's  total  capaci¬ 
ty  is  now  84  students  per 


session,  up  from  15  when  it 
first  started  in  2005  with 
only  one  class.  The  newly 
offered  courses  were  made 
possible  by  a  recent  $25,000 
grant  from  Comcast  cable 
company  and  an  earlier 
grant  of  $2,500  from 
Sovereign  Bank.  The 
English-language  classes 
are  mostly  fee-based,  at  $90 
per  32-class  session. 

"It's  very  exciting, 
because  our  mission  is  to 
help  and  serve  the  Asian 
community,"  said  QARI's 
executive  director  John 
Brothers. 

The  demand  for  English 
classes  is  especially  high  in 
Quincy,  which  has  seen  its 
immigrant  and  Asian 
American  population  grow 


rapidly  over  the  past  15 
years.  Foreign-bom  resi¬ 
dents  make  up  nearly  23% 
of  the  city' s  total  popula¬ 
tion  of  90,000.  Asian 
Americans  make  up  nearly 
17%  the  population.  Yet, 
unlike  Chinatown,  which 
traditionally  has  func¬ 
tioned  as  a  hub  for  new 
Asian  immigrants  and  is 
home  to  several  social  ser¬ 
vice  organizations,  Quincy 
still  lacks  a  large  number  of 
established  service 
providers. 

Brothers  said  the  classes 
are  scheduled  in  the 
evenings  so  that  they 
attract  students  who  work 
day  jobs.  He  also  said  that 
offering  classes  in  Quincy, 
where  many  new  immi¬ 


grants  live  and  work, 
would  be  convenient  for 
students  so  they  can  avoid 
commuting  to  Boston  to 
take  English  courses 
offered  by  nonprofits  in 
Chinatown. 

Over  the  past  16 
months,  QARI  has  accumu¬ 
lated  an  informal  waiting 
list  of  over  400  potential 
students  for  its  English 
courses,  said  Brothers. 

Cherry  Ma,  who  recent¬ 
ly  completed  an  English 
course  at  QARI  after  arriv¬ 
ing  to  the  U.S.  from  China 
six  months  ago,  said  she's 
excited  the  organization 
will  expand  its  courses. 
"They  are  very  nice  and 
they  help  the  Asian  peo¬ 
ple,"  said  Ma,  age  21.

According  to  Liang, 
who  identifies  himself  as 
the  association's  liaison, 
and  Leung,  the  co-chair,  the 
new  association  will  both 
promote  business  with 
China  and  provide  services 
I  to  new  immigrants. 

The  Chinese  United 
Association,  they  said,  will 
function  as  a  cultural  cen¬ 
ter,  provide  English  as  a 
second  language  apd 
Chinese  language  courses, 
and  offer  job- training  and 
employment  referral  ser¬ 
vices.  It  will  also  promote 
tourism  to  China,  provide 
visa  and  passport  services, 
and  offer  "economic  and 
business  exchange  ser¬ 
vices." 

"This  is  a  civic  group 
which  is  being  backed  by 
business  owners  in  the 
area,"  said  Liang.  "(These 
businesses]  want  to  estab¬ 
lish  business  ties  with 
China  because  statistics 
show  that  the  American 
appetite  for  Chinese  goods 
is  insatiable." 

Leung  said:  "Right  now, 
China's  economy  is  boom¬ 
ing...  a  lot  of  American  peo¬ 
ple  don't  know  how  to 
make  the  investment  [with] 
China." 

Both  Liang  and  Leung 
identified  the  association  as 
a  "nonprofit."  But  when 
asked  last  week  why  it  had 
not  yet  filed  to  obtain  a 
nonprofit  status  in 
Massachusetts,  Leung  said 
that  the  group's  lawyer  was 
still  working  on  necessary 
the  paperwork. 


Korean  Church  Plans  Cultural  Center 


The  Korean  Church  of 
Boston  says  it  plans  to  con¬ 
tinue  its  efforts  of  promot¬ 
ing  cultural  exchange  by 
constructing  a  Korean  cul¬ 
tural  center  at  its  Brookline 
church  on  32  Harvard  Ave. 

The  church  has  so  far 
raised  about  $800,000  and 
needs  to  raise  about 
$600,000  more  to  finance 
the  project,  which  is 
expected  to  cost  around 
$2.5  million. 

The  cultural  center  will 
consist  of  two  small  build¬ 
ings,  one  and  two  stories 
in  height,  that  will  be  con¬ 
nected  through  the 
chinch's  basement.  The 
new  building  will  allow  for 
Korean  and  non-Korean 
cultural  performances,  as 


well  as  religious  activities. 

"We  like  to  talk  to  peo¬ 
ple  of  other  cultural  her¬ 
itages,"  said  Reverend 
Young  Ghil  Lee.  "I  think 
we  need  to  have  a  cultural 
exchange  to  enhance  God's 
kingdom  in  our  lives." 

Lee  said  the  cultural 
center,  which  he  hopes  will 
break  ground  as  early  as 
May,  will  also  work  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  Presbyterian 
church's  religion  and  ser¬ 
vices. 

The  church  has  regular¬ 
ly  held  a  Korean  cultural 
festival  in  Brookline  since 
2002  and  last  year  it  held  a 
Korean-Jewish  festival, 
attempting  to  connect  the 
two  groups. 

Nancy  Daly,  a 


Brookline  town  selectman 
who  attended  the  Korean- 
Jewish  event  at  the  church, 
said  she  appreciates  the 
church's  efforts  to  reach 
out  to  the  town's  residents. 

"We  in  Brookline  try  to 
be  inclusive  and  they're 
very  much  in  that  model," 
she  said  of  the  Korean 
Church  of  Boston.  Though 
she  declined  to  comment 
on  the  plans  for  the  new 
building  addition  —  which 
must  undergo  planning 
and  zoning  reviews  and 
seek  other  approvals  —  she 
said:  "It's  nice  for  us  to 
have  such  a  wonderful  vig¬ 
orous  church  in 
Brookline."

Some  long-time 
Chinatown  business  and 
community  leaders  have 
privately  expressed  concern 
that  Lee  and  Leung,  both 
former  presidents  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  are 
now  involved  in  a  social 
service  organization  in 
Quincy. 

Though  Jimmy  Liang, 
who  was  never  affiliated 
with  the  Benevolent 
Association,  has  become  a 
popular  name  because  he 
twice  ran  for  city  council  in 
Quincy,  Robert  Leung  and 
Wilson  Lee  both  became 
controversial  figures  in 
Chinatown  when  they  led 
the  Benevolent  Association 
during  times  of  financial 
trouble  and  community 
conflict.

from  1996  to  1998.  Leung's 
term  immediately  followed 
Lee's. 

The  Benevolent 
Association,  prior  to  2004, 
had  been  enmeshed  in  law¬ 
suits  and  controversy.  The 
Massachusetts  Attorney 
General's  Division  of  Public 
Charities  had  begun  inves¬ 
tigating  the  association  in 
1988  and  throughout 
Leung's  and  Lee's  leader¬ 
ship,  until  it  finally  took  the 
association  to  court  in 
about  2000,  accusing  it  of 
mismanaging  funds  and 
failing  to  comply  with  state 
regulations  that  tax-exempt 
corporations  must  follow. 
During  their  presidencies, 
the  state  Attorney  General 
had  sent  letters  addressed 
to  both  Lee  and  Leung 
inquiring  about  the 
finances  of  the  Benevolent 
Association. 

In  addition,  Lee  made 
unflattering  headlines 
when  his  family's  restau¬ 
rant,  the  Dynasty,  was  shut 
down  four  years  ago  for 


health  code  violations  and 
bankruptcy.  Lee  was  also 
accused  in  the  1990s  of 
underpaying  workers  at  the 
Dynasty.  Later,  he  was  sent 
to  jail  for  a  short  time  for 
failing  to  complete  con¬ 
struction  of  his  Newton 
home. 

When  phoned  by  a 
reporter,  Lee  refused  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  Quincy  associa¬ 
tion,  only  saying  that 
though  he  was  listed  as  the 
group's  president  on  a 
Chinese-language  flyer,  he 
is  not.  Lee  abruptly  hung¬ 
up  the  phone  before  the 
reporter  could  ask  any  fur¬ 
ther  questions.  During  an 
interview,  however,  Liang 
had  said  that  Lee  is  the 
president  of  the  association. 

/Vs  for  Leung,  he  sug¬ 
gested  that  people  should 
not  judge  the  Chinese 
United  Association  on  his 
past  involvement  with  the 
Benevolent  Association. 

"The  financial  problems 
[of  the  Benevolent 
Association]  were  because 


it  was  an  old  organization 
and  carried  a  lot  of  heavy 
baggage,"  said  Leung. 

Instead  of  focusing  on 
the  pasts  of  the  two  men, 
Liang  said  the  new  organi¬ 
zation  would  help  unite  the 
Chinese  community  of 
Quincy. 

"The  city  of  Quincy  and 
the  Asian  population  here 
has  never  had  a  united 
front,"  he  said. 

Quincy  has  seen  a  dra¬ 
matic  increase  in  its 
Chinese  population  since 
1990,  and  in  2005  the  city 
was  17%  Asian  American. 

"This  organization 
would  bring  that  united 
front  to  the  city  of  Quincy," 
said  Liang. 

In  addition,  Leung 
described  the  Chinese 
United  Association  as  "not 
political,"  but  also  stressed 
that  the  association  sup¬ 
ports  a  "one  China"  policy 
in  the  China-Taiwan  dis¬ 
pute.

months  ago,  the  Benevolent 
Association  and  the  tenants 
group  met  with  a  HUD  rep¬ 
resentative,  but  only  for  an 
informal  discussion  with  no 
specifics. 

Still,  those  close  to  the 
negotiations  view  the  sale  as 
a  real  possibility.  Gilbert  Ho, 
treasurer  of  the  Benevolent 
Association,  said  that  last 
week,  the  two  parties  met 
but  "did  not  reach  a  conclu¬ 
sion"  on  the  negotiations.  He 
expects  they  will  hold  anoth¬ 
er  meeting  sometime  this 
month  to  further  the  negotia¬ 
tions. 

Ho  said  that  "right  now  a 
lot  of  [possible  sale  prices] 
are  on  the  table"  but  declined 
to  mention  how  much  the 
tenants  association  is  current¬ 
ly  offering  to  pay  for  the 
apartment  complex,  which  is 
assessed  at  about  $26  million 
and  includes  parking,  com¬ 
mercial  and  community 
space.  A  consultant  working 
with  the  tenants  association 
also  declined  to  discuss  a 
dollar  amount.  But  a  docu¬ 
ment  apparently  used  in  the 
negotiations  and  obtained  by 
the  Sampan  shows  that  the 
initial  offer  from  the  tenants 
group  in  August  was  about 
$4.5  million.  This  amount 
was  also  confirmed  by  a 
board  member  of  the 
Benevolent  Association 

When  asked  how  the  ten¬ 
ants  group  would  afford  to 
buy  fire  property,  Peter 
Munkenbeck,  a  consultant 
working  with  the  Tai  Tung 
Village  Tenants  Association 
only  would  say  that 
"resources  would  be  made 
available  from  state  and  fed¬ 
eral  governments  to  finance 
the  purchase." 

Munkenbeck  said  that 
the  group  is  happy  with  the 
current  ownership  and  man¬ 
agement  of  the  housing  com¬ 
plex,  but  that  members  of  the 
tenants  association  want  to 
purchase  the  property  as  a 
co-op  because  they  seek  to 
become  "responsible  for  their 
own  living  place."  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  said,  the  tenants 
association  would  like  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  raise 
funds  itself  to  make  needed 
improvements  to  the  proper¬ 
ty- 

When  asked  if  the  tenants 
group  wants  to  maintain  the 
affordability  of  the  complex, 
Munkenbeck  said:  "All  par¬ 
ties  agree  that  for  the  very 
long  term,  the  property  will 
remain  affordable  to  low- 
and  moderate-income  indi¬ 
viduals." 

He  said  the  tenants  asso¬ 
ciation,  if  it  successfully  pur¬ 
chased  the  property,  would 
seek  to  keep  the  federal  sub¬ 
sidies  as  long  as  possible. 

Under  a  1994  agreement 
with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,

the  property  must  be  kept 
affordable  until  2044.  A  deed 
restriction  mandates  that  for 
those  50  years,  at  least  half 
the  units  must  be  offered  to 
people  earning  "low- 
incomes,"  and  the  remaining 
units  available  to  those  earn¬ 
ing  "moderate-incomes." 
Munkenbeck  also  maintains 
that  under  an  agreement 
with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority, 
Tai  Tung's  owner  -  whether 
the  Benevolent  Association 
or  a  new  buyer  -  must  seek 
to  maintain  federal  subsidies 
as  long  as  they  are  available. 

But  it  appears  that  those 
restrictions  don't  necessarily 
guarantee  that  the  property 
will  receive  its  current  level 
of  federal  subsidies  until 
2044. 

Tai  Tung's  original  15- 
year  Section  8  contract 
expired  in  1997,  and  the 
Benevolent  Association  has 
been  using  an  annual  renew¬ 
al  contract  ever  since.  Section 
8  refers  to  a  federal  program 
that  provides  deep  subsidies 
to  allow  low-income  earning 
tenants  to  pay  only  30%  of 
their  income  for  rent. 

"If  the  owners  want  to 
opt  out  of  the  Section  8  con¬ 
tract,  the  only  [HUD] 
requirement  is  that  they  need 
to  give  the  residents  a  year's 
notice  of  their  intent,  in 
which  case  the  tenants 
would  be  eligible  for  [Section 
8]  vouchers,"  said  Kristine  G. 
Foye,  a  local  HUD 
spokesperson,  in  an  e-mail. 

Tai  Tung  Village  has  a 
total  of  214  housing  units,  of 
which  209  are  federally  sub¬ 
sidized.  The  complex,  built  in 
1970,  has  long  been  consid¬ 
ered  an  important  part  of 
Chinatown  as  an  estimated 
95%  of  its  residents  are 
Chinese  Americans.

What  is  the  Empowerment  Zone? 

The  Empowerment  Zone  covers  parts  of  South  Boston,  Downtown,  Chinatown, 
South  End,  Roxbury,  Dorchester,  Mission  Hill  and  Jamaica  Plain.  The  mission  of 
the  Empowerment  Zone  is  to  help  individuals,  families,  and  communities  in  the 
zone  attain  economic  self-sufficiency.  The  Empowerment  Zone  initiative  is 
funded  by  the  federal  government  (HUD),  and  governed  by  the  Board  of  Boston 
Connects,  Inc. 

Who  is  the  Board  and  what  is  its  role? 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  comprised  of  24  members  —  12  elected  by  Community 
residents  by  district,  and  12  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  Board  members  volunteer 
their  time  and  are  responsible  for  the  oversight  and  implementation  of  the 
Strategic  Plan,  which  was  the  basis  for  Boston’s  designation  as  an  Empowerment 
Zone.  Term  of  Office  is  three  years.  Members  attend  a  monthly  Board  meeting, 
and  are  expected  to  serve  on  and  attend  committee  meetings. 

Who  qualifies  to  be  a  Board  member  for  Boston  Connects,  Inc.?  Board 
members  must  have: 

•  Have  validated  proof  of  residency  in  the  district  of  the  Zone  for  which  you 
are  seeking  to  serve,  (utility  bills,  MA.  state  ID) 

•  Be  a  legal  resident  of  the  United  States  ( a  copy  of  your  birth  certificate, 
passport  or  green  card) 

•  Be  1 8  years  of  age  or  older;  and 

•  File  a  nomination  form  in  person  at  Boston  Connects,  Inc.  2201  Washington 
Street,  (Rear)  Roxbury  by  the  nomination  deadline,  October  23, 2006.
